an Important Mission for This Gov.

NEW YORK, July 23—Professor O. 


H. THtman, superintendent of the Uni- 
ted States coast and geodetic survey, 
sails for Europe today on an impor- 
tant mission in connection '•with the 
Alobkan boundary situation. Incident- 
ally he will represent this grovernment 
at the conference of the geodetic con- 
gress which meets 
at 
Copenhagen 


early next month. 


After the adjournment of the geod- 


etic congress Professor Tittrnan will 
go to London to assist the American 
members of the Alaskan 
boundary 


commission, consisting of 
Secretary 


Root, Senator Lodge and former Sen- 
ator Turner of Washington. 
Piofessor 


Tittman i;, one of the best posted men 
in the United States on the Alaskan 
boundary dispute. For years he has 
made a special study of this subject 
and he has secured for the toast ge- 
odetic survey a valuable collection of 
old British and other maps, some of 
which, it is said, show that the Bilt- 
ish geographers admit the American 
contention and that the territoiy in 
dispute belongs to the United States. 
Professor Tittman has made an im- 
partial study of the question, and as a 
result of his Investigation, extended 
over a numbei of years, he is firmly 
convinced that if an agreement 
is 


reached by the commission it \\ill be 
favorable to the United States 


He was one of the commissioners 


who two years ago studied original 
maps in Canada and examined bound- 
ary posts in the northwest country 
as a preliminary to the work of fix- 
ing the true boundary line. 
While 


Profesor Tittman is not a member of 
the commission he will have great in- 
fluence with its members by giving 
them the benefit of his technical know- 
ledge and experience.

THE BRILLIANT VISITOR 


More About the New Comet That is 


Now Visible in the Evening Skies 


This nes\ visitoi of the solar sys 


tern will be found, according to the 
Lick Observatory astronomeis, about 
six degiees southwest of the blight 
star Alpha Cygni—the biightest and 
most not them member o" this con- 
stellation and a star of the fiist mag- 
nitude. 


The constellation, popularly known 


as The Swan, lies not far to the east 
of Veg-a, also a flrst magnitude star, 
and about t\\ice as far almost directly 
south of the familiar and conspicuous 
Pole Star. 
As it is speeding on 
its 


parabolic path with enormous velocity 
toward the sun, under whose fierce 
radiation of heat its two piommem. 
tails are very rapidly swelling in size, 
the celestial wandered ought to 
be 


easily recognized, and 
it may very 


soon become the brightest comet of 
the past 10 years. 


The two prominent tails, already ob- 


servable in the comet, will grow, pos- 
sibly into startling proportions, before 
the comet reaches a perihelion, which 
it will do next month, but when 
it 


leaves the solar system and plunges 
again into the cold depths of space 
these striking appendages will con- 
tract upon the central 
mass or be 


largely lost to the tetreating comet.
